galley. This term Is also applied to the 
captain's own boat.

"The act will tlx the tai rate on 


Ml buildings at one-hall tbe rate on 
land. This will work out ae follows. 
To rain ill present city revenues an 
Average rate of 15 mills has been ns- 
nosied In Pittsburgh. A tax of 18 
mini on land and 9 mills on build 
nigs would raise present revenues at 
me proent amesied value of laud, 
which ii practically twice that of 
i.uildlngs. An Increase of H mills on 
hind would raise tbe same amount as 
lias been raised by the six mills by 
which It Is proponed to decrease the 
rate on buildings. 


"To premlt adjustment of Invest-
